RECORD DAY OF 


LAUNCHINGS. 
Last Thursday was a record day 
in the history of shipbuilding. The 


largest ship in the warld “and also 
the fastest was launched at New 
castle-on-Tyne, the third largest ship 
was launched Belfast. and an 
armoured cruiser and а destroyer 
were added to the Navy at Chatham 
and Chiswick. 


The most interesting of the 
ceremonies was the launchir the 
giant Cunarder Mauretania at the 


yards of Messrs. Swan, Hunter, and 
Wigham Richardecn t 
This ship, which is long, sur 
passes any ship ever built in size, and 
her builders are under contract to 
produce in her a vessel that will 
ті ain a speed of twenty-five and a 
half knots an hour. ‘They are con 
fident that this speed will be main 
tained or even surpassed, and if they 
prove to be right the Cunard Cem 
pany will be the possessors ої the 
fastest ship ever built 

The !aunching passed at New- 
castle. with only one slight hitch 
When the ship began to move the 
cord holding the bottle of champagne 
with which the Dowager Duchess of 
Roxburghe was to have christened 
the vessel broke, and the bottle fell 
to the ground. The Duchess pro 
nounced the words ef the christening 
ceremony, and a spectator picked up 
the bottle and threw it against the 
bow of the ship, which was by this 
time moving rapidly.

and Photographs of the South African Football Team. 


The South African Football 
Team. ( Р.І.Р." Special.) 

The football team which landed 
at Southampton last week is one 
thoroughly representative of South 
Africa, for, with one exception, every 
member of it was born in the cun- 
try, and the exception—W. A. Neill, 
although born in Glasgow, migrated 
to South Africa when he was only 
two years old. 

It includes some specimens of 
athletic manhood which would be a 
credit to any country in the world. 

D. F. Morkel, aged nineteen, and 
the “baby” of the team, is also the 
giant in point of weight, turning the 
scale at 14st. 7lb. When only seven 
teen years old he played for 
Johannesburg against the English 
team. He is a noted place-kicker, and 
has kicked goals from 10 yards over 
the half-way. With his 6ft. ої 


weight, however, he falls іп. short | 


of their tallest man—J. W. Raaf. 


The whole of the forwards, with | 


an average of twenty-four years of 
age, 5ft. 113іп. height, and 15351. 51. 
weight, form a formidable pack, 
which will be no mean antagonist 
for any team to meet.

Many of them have gained dis- 
tinction in other branches of sport.

ne was at Cambridge. But ‘ Japie” 
Krige, although he is now twenty- 
seven years old, and has played in 
first-class matches for twelve years, 
is still considered the fastest man in 
the team. 

Perhaps one of the most pleasing 
features of the tour is that the team 
is compozed indiscriminately of 
Dutch and British Many of its 
members were actively engaged, and 
some wounded, in the late war; but 
so much are old sores forgotten that, 
in two instances, men who are now 
Britain’s opponents on her playing 
fields, were four years ago facing 
her in deadly earnest оп the South 
African battlefields, and were op- 
posed, rifle in hand, to the very men 
who are now “ following the leather " 
by their side. One of them saw out 
the latter part of the war as a 
prisoner in St. Helena, where he 
passed some of his time organising a 
football team amongst his fellow 
unfort.nates.*

Late Potatoes. 

Is it a good plan to leave late} 
potatoes in the ground as long as 
poss.ble? This question deserves a 
thoughtful reply. ‘There is the length 
of time they are to be stored to 
consider and the conveniences for 
storing them. It is also a fact that 
potatoes eat best—come to table nicer, 
that is—when fresh from the ground. 
We know a gentleman who appre. 
ciated this fact so thoroughly that 
he always planted a late lot of 
Myact’s kidney in June and began 
to lıft and use them in December. 
Of course, the seed-tubers are diffi- 
cult to keep back for such a late 
planting. There is some risk, too, 
of disease getting at the crop. In 
the case mentioned above the plan 
was to cut off the haulm early in} 
September, and to mould up the} 
ridges very boldly so as to shoct off} 
the autumn rains, and to keep the | 
soil around the potatoes fairly dry.
